It  appears  from  several  olil  v/orksand  documei. 
on  early  colonial  history  in  the  librar}'  of  the  legi 
lature  at  Hartford  tl.at  the  nane  of  tiie  earliest  a 
cestor  of  our  Hill  family  in  this  couniry  was  \Vi. 
liill,  who,  on  his  arrival  here  about  1632,  twel,-

In  175S  an  exchange  of  land  was  made  v\  ith.  the 
town  for  the  purpose  of  laying  ou':  a  direct  roail 
leading  south  from  the  main  east  aud  we^t  road  to 
the  '-Flat  Ridge".  Stephen  Burr  anrl  Lemuel 
Sanford  representcl  the  tov.  a  in  the  transaction.

In  1753  he  boui^ht  of  James  Brnlley  over  fifty 
acres  near  the  line  between  Ridi^efield  r.nd  Red- 
dint:,  and  in  1761  added  to  this  a  purchase  of  uver 
fifty  acres  more — liought  of  Ezekiel  Bra.jley  and 
Kbenezer  Lobdell,  all  of  which  on  March  30th, 
1770.  he  con\eved  to  his  son  James,  who  lived  and 
died  there 

AL;a:a  0:1  the  23d  of  January,  176J,  he  bought  a 
farm  of  tKty-four  a^res  of  Seth  Hull,  located  most- 
ly on  the  north  side  of  '-the  first  Crosi-lii;.^Iiway 
from  the  rear"  of  tlie  "Long  Lois"  .And  liounded 
by  It  ou  the  south,  and  situated  about  north-east 
from  his  own  residence,  on  \\hich  his  your'.;^est 
uau;-;hler,  Huldah,  after  her  mairb^'^'e  with  -Mr.
